Bob  Marlcy 
and  Reggae 

Saturday,  June  10 


The  name  Bob  Marley  brings  to  mind  Reggae  Music  and 
Jamaican  people.  Reggae  music  has  been  in  existence 
for  over  a  decade.   Ska,  an  early  reggae  form  led  the 
way  in  this  musical,  cultural  identification.  All  the 
musicians  play  their  instruments  as  if  there  were  one 
percussion  instrument  only;  the  melody  is  supplied  by 
vocals . 

The  first  reggae  to  hit  the  charts  in  the  United  States 
was,  "Israelites"  by  Desmond  Dekker  and  the  Aces.   "My 
Boy  Lollipop"  by  Mollie  Small  was  big  in  London  and 
then  came  to  America.  Marley  was  unheard  of  in  the  U.S. 
until  a  few  years  ago  when  a  couple  of  his  songs,  "Stir 
It  Up"  and  "Guava  Jelly"  were  recorded  by  Johnny  Nash. 
It  Is  said  that  Marley  has  never  played  the  gold  record 
he  received  for  "I  Shot  The  Sheriff".   Probably  it's  a 
copy  of  Eric  Clapton  singing  the  song.  More  of  Bobfs 
songs  have  been  stolen  than  any  other  reggae  artist. 
There  are  many  other  great  reggae  artists  like  Peter 
Tosh,  John  Holt,  Jacob  Miller,  Mighty  Diamonds,  Zappow, 
Bunny  Wailer,  Jimmy  Cliff,  Burning  Spear  and  others. 

Marley  will  be  in  town  on  June  16  at  the  Capital  Centre, 
John  Holt,  the  famous  love  voice  will  be  at  the  Ambassa- 
dor Hotel  on  July  1st. 


Tribute 
to  Che

The  life  and  heroic  death  of  Ernesto  Che  Guevara  have  come 
to  symbolize  dedicated  sacrifice  and  struggle  of  all  peo- 
ple fighting  for  their  liberation  throughout  the  world.

Julius 
and  Ethel 
Rosenberg 

Monday,  June  19 

It  was  twenty-five  years  ago  today  that  Julius  and  Ethel 
Rosenberg  were  executed  for  conspiring  to  give  U.S.  atomic 
secrets  to  Soviet  agents.   It  was  at  the  peak  of  the 
McCarthy  era  and  the  accompanying  anti-communist  hysteria 
as  10,000  people  waited  in  Union  Square  in  New  York,  hop- 
ing for  a  last  minute  repreive  for  the  convicted  couple. 
Around  the  world,  hundreds  of  thousands  voiced  last  min- 
ute protests.   The  deaths  of  Julius  and  Ethel  Rosenberg 
have  come  to  symbolize  the  injustice  of  the  federal  court 
system  and  the  red  herring  of  "national  security"  raised 
by  the  intelligence  community  and  some  segments  of  the 
press.   Throughout  today,  WPFW  will  examine  the  history 
of  the  Rosenberg  case  and  will  bring  to  you,  the  listener, 
new  information,  until  recently  repressed,  which  will  per- 
mit you  to  decide  for  yourself  whether  or  not  the  Rosen- 
bergs were  guilty  or,  whether  they  were  victims  of  a  well 
orchestrated  conspiracy  that  continues  to  this  day.

Actually,  your  life-line  of  music,  news, 
features,  cultural  programs  etc.  is  worth  a  million  to  me; 
unfortunately  I  don't  have  quite  that  much  to  give  (jay, 
probrecito!) 

I  can1 t  express  what  the  station  means  to  me  and  I  am 
eternally  grateful  to  the  friend  who  first  told  me  of  it 
(thank  you  Dan  Blum) .   Just  as  you  have  grown  in  the  past 
year,  so  has  my  interest  and  devotion  to  WPFW. 

I  like  most  of  the  programming  and  some  of  it  deserves 
special  recognition.   I  sincerely  hope  I  don't  offend  any- 
one if  I  single  out  some  of  my  favorites:  "Frenchie's 
Forum"  with  Michael  (we  all  need  to  laugh) ,  "Masilon"  y 
Betty  Diaz  (i ho la  mija!  ccomo  estamos?),  "Berimbau"  (oba!) 
"Nightbirds" ,  "Green  Dolphin  Street"  and  any  programming 
with  Sigidi. 

And  the  music  is  not  all. . .your  news  and  special  features 
are  second  to  none.   I  have  especially  enjoyed  those  on 
Billie  Holiday  (which  was  just  incredible),  Dexter  Gordon 
and  you  coverage  of  the  Festival  Latino  last  summer. 

My  only  complaint  as  such  has  to  do  with  the  small  percent- 
age of  your  programming.  Lately  I  have  heard  some  programs 
that  have  impressed  me  as  being  a  bit  too  esoteric  and 
aimed  at  a  very  limited  audience.   However,  I  must  immedi- 
ately temper  this  criticism  by  fully  recognizing  the  di- 
verse nature  of  WPFW's  audience  and  realizing  that  it's  OK 
for  me  not   to  like  everything.  My  only  concern  is  that 
this  may,  in  the  long  run,  detract  from  the  solid  base  of 
programming  that  now  exists. 

Please  resist  the  pressures  for  commercial  nonsense  that 
can  be  found  on  all  the  other  stations.  One  need  only  look 
at  the  degenerative  state  of  WHUR  to  see  what  I  mean. 

The  WPFW  Family  is  different  and  I  would  be  very  disappoin_ 
ted  if  we  had  to  cater  to  that  "Top  of  the  Pops"  mentality. 

Well. ..I've  said  enough.   I  just  wanted  to  express  some  of 
what  I've  felt  this  past  year  and  share  it  with  you.   In 
closing,  let  me  assure  you  of  my  continued  support  and  say 
that  your  importance  to  our  community  is  very  real  and  im- 
measurable. Many  thanks.

FIRST  AMENDMENT 


[WHILE  WE  STILL  CAN] 


GOVERNMENT  CENSORSHIP  is  nbotlt  to 
take  a  great  leap  forward. 
A  government  agency— The  Federal 
Communications  Commission  — be- 
lieves it  has  the  right  to  act  as  our  parents 
and  restrict  the  broadcast  of  certain 
words  at  times  when  children  just  might 
be  listening— regardless  of  any  literary,  ar- 
tistic, or  social  value  or  the  fact  that  this  could 
seriously  limit  free  expression  in  the  broad- 
cast medium. 

The  FCC  acted  after  WBAI— a  listen- 
er sponsored  Pacifica  radio  station  in 
New  York— broadcast  a  monologue  by 
comedian  George  Carlin  about  "seven 
words  you  can't  say  on  TV"  which 
satirizes  how  people  get  uptight  by  the 
use  of  certain  words. 

Their  mailbox  clogged  with  one  letter 
of  complaint,  the  FCC  ruled  Pacifica  to 
be  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Communi- 
cations Act.  In  deciding  that  a  govern- 
ment agency  has  the  right  to  tell  broad- 
casters what  they  can  or  cannot  say  on 
the  air,  they  essentially  trampled  all  over 
the  First  Amendment. 

When  Pacifica  challenged  this  ruling, 
a  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  held  that  the 
FCC  had  overstepped  its  authority  in 
banning  "indecent  language"  at  certain 
hours  and  that  it  had  wrongly  entered  in- 
to "the  forbidden  realm  of  censorship." 
Undaunted,  the  FCC  has  now  taken 
the  "Carlin  Case"  to  the  Supreme  Court 
which  will  consider  this  critically  impor- 
tant constitutional  question:  Do  all  First 
Amendment  rights  traditionally  enjoyed  by 
free  press  also  extend  to  radio  and  television? 
Opposing  the  FCC— standing  up  for 
the  right  to  broadcast  a  free  flow  of  in- 


formation and  your  right  to  hear  it— is 
Pacifica  radio.  Broadcasting  for  thirty- 
two  years,  Pacifica  is  known  as  "First 
Amendment  Radio,"  unrestricted  by 
advertisers  and  committed  to  the  presen- 
tation of  all  points  ot  view.
